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To the voters and taxpayers of the Town of Hooksett: 


The Selectmen of the Town of Hooksett humbly submit 
herewith a brief summary of the Towns’ affairs and activities 
as conducted in the preceding year of 1954. We sincerely hope 
that the administration of said affairs will have met with your 
approval. We also hope that this report will be both interesting 
and informative, it will of necessity be brief, should anyone 
desire more information or details about the administration of 
our Town, the Board of Selectmen as a whole or any indivi- 
dual member thereof, will be only too happy to enlighten him. 


The year 1954 showed the same steady increase in taxable 
property within the Town as did 1953, the increase in evalua- 
tion in 1954 amounted to the sum of $92,362. Administrative 
and Town maintenance budgets remained approximately the 
same in 1954 as in 1953, but again the expanding needs of our 
School District forced the over-all Town budget to a new high, 
hence an increase in the tax rate of $6.20 per thousand. The 
Board of Selectmen compliments the School District upon the 
completion of the fine new addition to the Village School, we 
believe that this improvement to the School system will make 
Hooksett a better place in which to live. 


Those articles voted upon in the affirmative in the 1954 
Town warrant have been implemented according to the provi- 
sions of the articles. Any person who has not yet inspected the 
splendid new fire apparatus purchased for each department 
should do so at his earliest convenience. 


The Hooksett Fire Departments under the supervision of 
Chief Lambert of Dept. No. 1 and Chief Sasseville of Dept. 
No. 2 are to be complimented for their praisworthy efforts in 
1954. They not only have an excellent record in the line of 
duty, but their successful efforts to raise money for the pur- 
chase of new and needed equipment has been very commend- 
able. No reference to Town Departments would be complete 
without mentioning our Police Dept. under the supervision 
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of Chief Lindsay Rice. The Board of Selectmen believe that 
no Town in the State of New Hampshire receives as much 
police protection for so littlke money as does the Town of 
Hooksett. 


The highway Dept. under the supervision of George A. Cook 
has had a full and busy year. T.R.A. funds appropriated under 
Article 8 of the 1954 warrant were expended upon Farmer 
Road and as a result this stretch of highway has been recon- 
structed and hard surfaced from one end to the other. The 
hurricanes of late summer and early fall placed a heavy tax 
upon the maintenance budgets, nevertheless the year ended 
with both summer and winter appropriations in good balance. 


By order of the Health Dept. the Town was forced to dis- 
continue burning of the dump, it was then necessary to use the 
land-fill system for the disposal of rubbish. This-is a much 
more costly system of rubbish disposal, this fact coupled with 
a much heavier volume of rubbish has tended to raise the cost 
of the scavenger department. 


It has been brought to the attention of the Selectmen that 
some of our people are somewhat confused as to the duties 
and responsibilities of the Selectmen as regards the highway 
department when the road agent is a duly elected Town official. 
Simply their duties are thus, according to statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, they may tell the road agent where roads 
or bridges are to be maintained or constructed, but never how 
they are to be constructed or maintained. 


The sum of $600.00 under article 17 of the 1954 warrant 
was appropriated to examine the feasibility of installing a 
water system in the Martin’s Corner section of Hooksett. Com- 
mittees were formed and engineering surveys were made. The 
culmination of these activities came Feb. 9, 1955, when at a 
legally warned meeting, a water precinct was established in 
the above mentioned section of Town, The way is now clear to 
negotiate for a water system, a proposition that would be of

immeasurable benefit to the residents and business enterprises 
of that area as well as to the Town as a whole. 


The Selectmen feel that some mention should be included 
in this report of the public spirited fraternal and social organ- 
izations located in Hooksett. Let us take for example the new 
skating rink constructed in the village. The Hooksett Mens’ 
Club first sponsored the rink, then thru the generosity of the 
Granite State Asphalt Co. and the Manchester Sand and Gra- 
vel Co., materials were procured for its construction. The 
Town Highway Dept. supervised the construction of the rink. 
The Hooksett Village Water precinct furnished water to flood 
the rink and the Hooksett Fire Dept. No. 1 supervised the 
flooding. Mr. Anthony St. Germain donated his services and 
those of his snow plow in keeping the rink clear of snow. This 
fine example of community spirit has provided the Town and 
its youngsters with an excellent skating rink at a cost of 
slightly over $200.00. Truly, Hooksett is becoming the finest 
Town ever, in which to live. | 


In closing this report, let us remind you that Tues., March 
8, 1955 is Town Meeting Day, may we see you then.

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REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


I herewith submit for your approval my twenty-second an- 
nual report as Road Agent for the year ending December 31, 
1954. 


The cost of garbage collecting has increased by having to 
keep a watchman at the dump on days it is open to the public, 
to prevent fires and control the dumping by out of town trucks; 
there has been an increase in the families served, also the 
business places at the end of the year. We are picking up gar- 
bage from 522 families and 53 business places at an average 
weekly cost of $.10 per family and $.33 per business place. 


We have used 272 feet of culvert pipe in replacing culverts; 
built two manholes, making a total of 249 culverts and 90 man- 
holes to be maintained by the Town, 


The two hurricanes cost $2,078.99 which was charged to 
maintenance. We used a total of 14,371 gals. of M C 3 Asphalt 
for the surface treatment.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


During the past year the Precinct has installed 500 feet of 
new mains and two new services, making a total of 184 services 
within the precinct. 


The policy inaugurated last year of including in the annual 
budget a reserve for purchase of land has been temporarily 
discontinued. This action was taken as a result of information 
received by the Board to the effect that the State of New 
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Hampshire is considering taking over the land on the westerly 
shore of Pinnacle Pond for Highway purposes. What effect the 
proposed Highway will have on the Precinct’s Water supply is 
now under investigation by the Precinct. 


It will be noted that this years budget is slightly lower than 
last years due to a reduction in operating costs and the elimina- 
tion of the reserve for the purchase of land.

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After five or six years of working on the problem of enroll- 
ments, the District voted to add two rooms and transport and 
house all children in Grades 7 and 8 at the Village School. With 
the increase in school population, Grade 7 reached 45 pupils 
which necessitated its division into two sections. This, of 
course, meant the addition of another teacher. Since the open- 
ing of school in September, Grade 8 now has increased to the 
number of 39 pupils, which, if properly prepared for high 
school, will tax the patience and tact of the teacher. Next year 
the eighth grade will have over 40 pupils, and checking the 
present enrollments in Grade 6 from all the three schools, you 
will find that there will be at least 45 pupils in Grade 7 for 
next year also. 


The following chart shows the projection of the number of 
pupils in Hooksett in the three schools from 1954-55 through 
1958-59.

You will note that the bottle-neck now comes at the Grade 
7 & 8 levels. This increase in children in our schools has 
many implications which are far reaching especially for nearly 
every item in the budget — books and supplies, transportation, 
tuition, equipment, and not too far away — more floor space. 


The Budget for 1955-56 shows very clearly where the great- 
est increases are to be found and there is almost nothing any- 
one can do about it in the face of increased populations. 


Let us take another look at the chart. It shows an increase 
of 36 pupils over a period of five years and what is more 
significant, there is no doubt that the attendance law now in 
the Legislature will be made more inclusive which means more 
children will be attending high shcool with the higher cost of 
tuition. 


Since Hooksett is becoming more and more the residential 
section of a metropolitan area, it stands to reason that our 
school population will increase also. I would be willing to pre- 
dict that within the next five years, another addition will have 
to be made on either one and perhaps two of the present build- 
ings not including the addition to the Village School building 
this year. 
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Please realize that with the increase in the size of the Vil- 
lage School, we have also had to increase other items including 
janitorial services, fuel, equipment, teachers’ salaries, and a 
debt. And these increases will not be reduced if the school in- 
creases in population. 


Therefore, in studying the Budget for 1955-56, keep in mind 
these necessary increased costs. 


Again, may I thank the members of the Board for their 
help and kindness in solving the problems of the school as well 
as the parents, teachers, children and all organizations which 
have given moral support and encouragment in bringing edu- 
cation to the people of the town.

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HOOKSETT’S CIVIL DEFENSE UNIT 


Many people have asked about the Civil Defense Program 
in Hooksett and what has been done about it. I am happy to 
report that we are now a Mobile Unit, which means that we 
are organized to assemble and render aid wherever disaster 
strikes whether it be locally or elsewhere in the State. The 
Unit is divided into two Platoons, namely the Hooksett Vil- 
lage and South Hooksett Platoons. To enlighten you further, 
each member of the Unit is qualified and has had experience 
in his or her assigned duties within the Unit. 


The Unit is made up of Policemen, Firemen, Truckmen, 
Engineers and a Medical and First Aid group. It might be well 
to mention that those in the First Aid group have taken the 
First Aid course with the American Red Cross or have served 
with the Medical Corps in the Military Services. During the 
past summer and fall, we have acquired considerable equip- 
ment such as; 2 Field stretchers or litters with blankets and 
canvas bags for same; 6 First Aid Field Bags; Bandages 
(large) ; 38 Helmets; Arm Bands or Brassards; Insignia (C 
D Decals); Large tool chest with shovels, picks, crow-bars 
etc.; Fire Extinguishers at our disposal. There are still a few 
items to obtain to complete the equipment. 


Under Federal Aid (Civil Defense), your director has been 
able to obtain for both the Police and Fire Dept., Two-way 
radio communication equipment which they may use for daily 
operations of their respective departments. Only when an 
emergency exists that calls out the Civil Defense Unit, will 
this equipment be at the services of the Director. 


In the event of bombings of major cities in New England, 
no doubt New Hampshire will be called upon to house and feed 
the refugees from points south and west of us. A door to door 
survey was made of the 16 Cabin and Motel courts in Hook- 
sett, also an approximate estimate of eating establishments, 
plus the facilities of Schools, Halls and Churches. Our survey 
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showed that we could feed 1500 people at one setting or 4500 
meals per day and 500 people could sleep at one time in the 
various cabins and Motels before we would need to throw open 
our own homes. 


At this time, I want to thank the members of the Unit for 
volunteering their services to his worthy cause. I would further 
like to express my appreciation to Mr. E. Garos and Mr, Mar- 
shall Rice for offering the use of their Beach Wagons for am- 
bulances and to Mr. Wm. Hoyt and Mr. Louis Nordle who 
have offered their trucks as needed. 


As for my immediate Staff, much credit goes to Mr. Fred 
Walker and Mr. John Mullaire, commanders of their respective 
Platoons and to Mr. George Browning Jr., my Executive 
Assistant. Their efforts are largely responsible for the organ- 
ization of the Hooksett Civil Defense Unit.
